Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 15 December 2006, with respect to 
pending claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to Claim 1 , Takahashi et al (US 5,966,495) in view of Tanaka et al (US 
6, 1 63,646) in further view of Honda et al (US 6,608,938) in further view of Shaw et al 
(US 6,404,928) discloses a real time recording/reproducing system for converting an 
analog image signal in an analog-to-digital converter (ADC) to digital data, recording the 
digital data in a recorder, reading out the digital data recorded in the recorder and 
converting the read-out digital data in a digital-to-analog converter (DAC) to analog data 
to be outputted as described by Takahashi et al in Column 5 Lines 35+ through Column 
6 Lines 1-67; however, the prior art of record fails to teach, disclose, or fairly suggest 
the following limitation: 

"frame rate controller for controlling the compression processing module 
to hold a constant intrinsic frame rate by executing frame interpolating 
processing."
